Bill No, Eight, an act to amend

Bill No. Nine, an act to ensure 
the publication of accurate news 
and information. 

All three bills were found to be 
unconstitutional 


DUTY OF COURT 


It was the duty of the court, the 
Judgment said. to ascertain only 
whether or not, these measures 


“come within the ambit of the au- | 


thority entrusted by the constitu- 
ional itutes (the British North 
America Act) to the legislature of 
Alberta.” 

First of all it would be neces- | 
sary to “examine with some care 
the general measure which is the 
Alberta Social Credit Act, and to | 
arrive at a proper conception of 
its character from the constitu- 
tional point of view.” 

The judgment then gives a de- | 
tailed description of the Social | 
Credit Act with extracts from de- | 
clarations contained in it, | 

“These declarations,” the judg- | 
ment continues, “enable us to 
affirm with certainty that the evil 
as the legislature conceives it, with 
which the statute is intended to 
grapple, is the inability of the peo- 
ple of Alberta to attain a proper 
standard of living by reason of the 
inadequate supply or the unfair dis- 
tribution of purchasing power. 
MACHINERY SET UP 

“And, speaking in general terms 
the statute sets up machinery of a 
financial system which is to be ad- | 
ministered by statutory authority 
and the predominant function of 
which is to provide a form of 
credit designated as “Alberta 
Credit” which is to be made ac- 
cessible to consumers and others 
through the channels created by the 
act, and which to circulate as a 
medium of exchange and payment, 


“For our present purpose, we are, 
once again, not in the least con- 
cerned with any question of the 


practicability of the scheme which 
will necessarily depend, as we have 
seen, upon the general acceptance 
by the people of Alberta of Alberta 
credit as a medium of payment in 
intra-provincial transactions. 

“Our conclusion is that it is not 
within the power 0 the province 
to establish statutory machinery 
with the functions for which this 


méchinery is designed and to 
regulate the operation of it.”

It had been settled by a series of 
| decisions in the courts that the lit

ACCURATELY SUMMED UP 

These decisions related to particu- 
lar businesses and undertakings and 
their effect, the judgment stated, 
had been completely ahd accurately 
summed up in the observation of 
Lord Atkin in these words, “The 
regulation of trade and commercc 
does not permit the regulation of in- 
dividual forms of trade or com 
merce confined to the province.” 

In the opinion of Chief Justice 

Duff and Mr. Justice Davis, “there 

is no kind of analogy between the 
legislation under review in any of

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UNDER A CROSS-FIRE 


Hon. C. A. Dunning confirmed a pretty gen- 
eral understanding of the situation when he told 
parliament the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
Act is under fire from two directions. There is 
@ movement among eastern members to kill it. 
Western members want it amended, more settle- 
ment boards appointed, and the adjustment 
operations speeded up. 

The only point of agreement is that the Act 

shouldn't be left as it is. With that proposition 
most westerners will also agree; because at the 
present rate of settlement the ‘debt mess” would 
not be cleared up while the generation of debtors 
are still alive. 

The men behind the movement to kill the 
‘Act are the farmers in Ontario and Quebec. 
These, their representatives say, are not con- 
eerned avout settling old debts but about incur- 
ring new ones; and they find the Act hampers 
them when they want to get loans. 

While their representatives do not say 50, 
% is probably also true that a good many farm- 
ers in those provinces have put money into the 
mortgage companies whose claims against west- 
ern debtors the settlement boards are cutting 
down. For the first reason, if not for the second 
also, eastern and western farmers are dead- 
locked in the persons of their representatives 
in parliament. 

The plain fact is that what chance the Act 
has to survive is that Mr. Dunning is backing 
it and trying to make it more broadly useful. And 
that Mr. Bennett, who sponsored the Act in the 
first place, may be able to restrain his eastern 
supporters from “ganging up” with other eastern 
members to kill it. 

The prospect rather is that if the Act emerges 
from the cross-fire at all it will be as a regional 
measure, applying in the western provinces but 
not in the eastern.

the fault traces back. Their refusal to deal with 
the matter practically forced the Port Arthur 
council to dump these men on the other prov- 
inces and cities; men who, likely enough, went 
into northern Ontario because of Premier Hep- 
burn’s repeated declarations that there was 
“plenty of work up north” for anyone who 
wanted to work. 

Having refused to look after the men while 
they were in Ontario, there is not much likeli- 
nood that the Government of that province 
would pay any attention to protests from west- 
ern provinces and cities. There does not there- 
fore seem to be much these can do about it 
—unless they supply the migrants with railway 
tickets to Toronto dnd send them back home, 

A United States economist told a committee 
of parliament that from 2 to 30 per cent of the 
families in that country spend in a year more 
than their income.

THE TRADE PACT 

Commenting on the prospective Anglo- 
American trade agreement, the quarterly re- 
view of international conditions by the J. Henry 
Schroder and Co., (Boston brokerage house) 
says, in part: “The general conviction is strong 
that something must be done to check the 
strangling of international trade by tariff bar- 
riers, and an effort in that direction by the 
democratic group of countries will, if success- 
ful, have a resounding effect cn world prosper- 
ity. A great increase in the exchange of goods 
across the frontiers would more than compen- 
sate the affected interests for any temporary 
disadvantages with which they are threatened, 
and the political effects of closer trade co- 
operation among the countries working for 
peace are a factor of great importance. 


MEXICAN STRATEGY 


The labor policy of the Cardenas Govern- 
ment is certainly radical, When a strike is called, 
a Mexican Government board immediately in- 
vestigates its causes and labels it legal or il- 
legal. When, as is more often the case, it is 
judged legal, the employer must close his plant 
or shop and pay his strikers full time until the 
strike is settled. During the.Jength of the strike, 
pickets are in complete control of the plant, pro- 
tected and guarded by Government troops. 
Strikebreakers are illegal. The employer is 
powerless until he has settled. If he feels he 
cannot give in to the strikers’ demands and still 
run his plant at a profit to himself, he is urged 
by the Government to turn over his investments 
either to the Government or the workers them- 
selves, and they will run it instead. Cardenas 
regards this industrial policy as an attempt to 
better the conditions of the low-paid Mexican 
workers. Strikes, to him, are more natural 
means of raising the standard of living than are 
government wage-scale and hour-limiting de- 
crees. Paradoxically, he believes his policy is 
Saving capitalism in Mexico. By tipping the 
scales for the workers and placing great handi- 
caps on the freedom of the employers, he is 
“inoculating the country against another violent 
revolution,” a revolution in which the workers, 
as in Russia, would rise up and take everything. 
—The New Statesman and Nation (London). 


FRANCE 

“France,” said Richelieu, “is a country of un- 
believable frivolity; but she always pulls her- 
self to gether in time when she sees precipices 
ahead.” Frenchmen seem rather to pride them- 
selves on this habit. Domestic discord and dis- 
unity are regarded almost as virtues when they 
give the nation the opportunity to bring off a 
tour de force and display its remarkable capac- 
ity for rallying in the moment of danger. It is 
not a feat, however, which allies of France either 
appreciate or admire. It is better, of course, that 
the French should pull themselves together at 
the last moment than not at all; but how much 
better still if they would pull themselves to- 
gether earlier! The international horizon, for 
instance, in this present year of grace could 
hardly be described even by an optimist as 
cloudless. Yet, to those who look to her for‘sup- 
port, France offers little else but a spectacle of 
continual social strife, financial disequilibrium 
and unstable Governments. It is to be hoped— 
it is even probable—that, as always before, these 
troubles would melt away if the foreign situa- 
tion became urgent. Meanwhile, however, their 
continuance is causing a rapid deterioration in 
the situation that has to be met, and is under- 
minng the strength which France may need to 
meet it. For though the French may be able to 
forget civil squabbles in an emergency, they 
cannot make good the time which their squab- 
bling has wasted.—Truth (London). 


ANGLO-ITALIAN RELATIONS 

The change in the attitude o Italy towards this 
country in the last week is marked. Of that fact 
there can be no question; regarding the reason, 
there is more room for speculation. The Italian 
press is rigorously marshalled, and if its cam- 
paign of polemics against Great Britain suddenly 
ceases, the explanation must be sought else- 
where than in the newspaper offices themselves. 
Not only are there signs of a detente, but the 
desire to represent the initiative as being taken 
by Whitehall is no less evident. There is no 
harm in that, though actually the facts are 
otherwise. The congenitally sceptical can inter- 
pret the new moderation as a pose designed to 
mask fresh activities in Spain. All the indica- 
tions are against that theory. What appears to 
be happening is that Signor Mussolini is realiz- 
ng that the Spanish adventure has lasted long, 
cost much and effected little; that his responsi- 
bilties in Abyssinia are weighing on him in- 
creasingly; that Italy’s economic position is 
grave and may soon be desperate; and that the 
reorganization in Germany may portend a new 
move against Austria, whose independence of 
Berlin is a cardinal point in Italian foreign pol- 
icy. (This move has already taken place.) In 
such circumstgnces there is everything to be 
said for attempting an improvement in Italy's 
relations with Great Britain. The desire for im- 
provement is reciprocated here, but it must be 
made dependent no an Italian withdrawal from 
Spain and must not be made dependent on de 
jure recognition of Italy’s conquest of Abyssinia. 
—The Spectator (London), 


MADRAS’ UNTOUCHABLE MAYOR 

Pity the poor mayor of Madras, Indian city of 
1,000,000 persons and capital of Madras Presi- 
dency on the Bay of Bengal. 

Although J. Sivashanmugan Pillai is the 
highest ranking official of the city, many of his 
clerks will not handle documents he has signed, 
or pay him ordinary courtesies. Many of his fel- 
low officials refuse to sit with him in conference.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION—Miss Doris C. writes: “What is 
the cause of a pain in the chest?” 
ANSWER-~This is a question difficult to an- 
swer, since the chest is a large area. Some of 
the causes are tuberculosis, asthma, bronchitis, 
bronchiectasis, heart trouble, or trouble with 
the arteries coming from the heart. The type 
of pain developing depends largely upon what 
part of the chest is affected. The pain may ex- 
tend from the left side of the chest and down 
the left arm, and if so, the likelihood of angina 
pectoris must be considered. Angina pectoris 
comes from the heart or the arteries, reflexing 
down the left arm usually. Undoubtedly the 
common cause of a severe pain is “nervous 
heart trouble.” The pain due to pleurisy is gen- 
erally a sharp, stabbing pain. The only way to 
find out quickly what is causing the chest pain 
is to have the chest examined. Through tap- 
ping, the X-ray, looking at the chest through 
the fluoroscope, the use of the stethoscope, and 
taking the blood pressure, the actual cause of 
the chest pain will be determined. It is never 
wise to try to tell what is wrong in these cac2 
by any examination you can make at home. If 
the pain is external, that is, if you find a sore 
spot through pressing with the fingers, the cause 
is not likely to-be deep in the chest but is likely 
to be due to strained muscles. Intercostal neu- 
ralgia is another cause of chest pain. 
QUESTION—T. R. E. writes: “Please advise 
if a tablespoonful or two of olive oil can be used 
on lettuce and tomatoes, etc. when meats or 
nuts or cheese are used at the same meal.” 
ANSWER—It is, perfectly safe to use olive 
oil with any other kind of food as it is a whole- 
some oil, and unless used in excess does not 
interfere with the digestion of other foods,

To make matters worse, the Acts 
which authorize the making of these Rules, Or- 
ders, or Regulations constantly contain express 
provisions designed to tie “the hands of the 
Courts of Justice in any attempt to check this 
bureaucracy, It is all the more imperative now 
that some remedy be found for this evil, since 
the new Constitution deprives the Court of 
Justice of its former monopoly of judicial power 
and authorizes the exercise of such power by 
civil servants, goldicrs, or others upon whom 
the Oireachtas may chovse to confer it.—Irish

Act is under fire from two directions. There is | 


@ movement among eastern members to kill it. 
Western members want it amended, more settle- 
ment boards appointed, and the adjustment 
operations speeded up. 

The only point of agreement is that the Act 
shouldn't be left as it is. With that proposition 
most westerners will also agree; because at the 
present rate of settlement the ‘debt mess” would 
not be cleared up while the generation of debtors 
ere still alive. 

The men behind the movement to kill the 
‘Act are the farmers in Ontario and Quebec. 
These, their representatives say, are not con- 
eerned about settling old debts but about incur- 
ring new ones; and they find the Act hampers 
them when they want to get loans. 

While their representatives do not say so, 
% is probably also true that a good many farm- 
ers in those provinces have put money into the 
mortgage companies whose claims against west- 
ern debtors the settlement boards are cutting 
down. For the first reason, if not for the second 
also, eastern and western farmers are dead- 
locked in the persons of their representatives 
in parliament. 

The plain fact is that what chance the Act 
has to survive is that Mr. Dunning is backing 
it and trying to make it more broadly useful. And 
that Mr. Bennett, who sponsored the Act in the 
first place, may be able to restrain his eastern 
supporters from “ganging up” with other eastern 
members to kill it. 

The prospect rather is that if the Act emerges 
from the cross-fire at all it will be as a regional 
measure, applying in the western provinces but 
not in the eastern. 


THE PENSION AGE 
The House of Commons debated the other 
day the question of lowering the qualifying age 
for old age pensions, on a motion by Mr. Heaps, 
C.C.F. member for Winnipeg North. The reasons 
urged for the change were those with w! 
teaders are now familiar 

The significant point is that 
opposition offered to the proposal 
bated until the House rose, when 
Credit leader was explaining the financial 
theories of his group. The discussion, it is to be 
supposed, will be resumed at another time 
Meanwhile, the hopeful thing is that nobody was 
willing off-hand to challenge the justice or 
practicability of lowering the age, nor to dispute 
that this would have an important bearing on 
the unemployment problem. 

While not condemning the proposal, the Min- 
ister of Finance said he would prefer getting 
away from the present system and adopting one 
national in scope and altogether under federal 
edministration and control. And that the con- 
tributory feature of the British scheme be intro- 
duced, by which those contributing to the funds 
could secure pensions at an earlier age than 
that prescribed for non-contributors. On that 
basis he thought “there was no limit to what 
ean be worked out in the direction of lowering 
the age limit.” 

The advantages of such a system are fairly 
plain. It would encourage thrift, and simplify 
financing. The disadvantages are that it would 
do nothing now for the man who is, say, 65 years 
old, who has nothing to contribute, has no job 
and no prospect of ever getting a steady job 
again. Nor would it do anything to induce job- 
holding older men to retire and leave openings 
for younger ones. 

A national scheme with the contributory 
feature attached may well be made the idea! to 
which parliament should work. But the 70 year 
limit is too high under any scheme. It should be 
cut to 60 at least, whatever system may be ulti- 
mately evolved.

“DUMPING” UNEMPLOYED 

Caigary reports the arrival there of sixty or 
more single unemployed men, their passages 
pre-paid from Port Arthur, with other cone 
tingents destined to al] other western cities. The 
Canadian Press supplies the details. 

The Lake Sulphite Pulp Company halted 
construction of a $6,000,000 plant in the Nipigon 
area, throwing 2,000 men out of work. Of these, 
500 made their way to Port Arthur, where they 
had been engaged, to collect their pay, few get- 
ting all that was coming to them and some none 
at all. 

Faced with a large immediate addition to th 
local relief list, the city council appealed to the 
Ontario relief officials to take charge of the 
situation. They refused. Wherefore the council 
issued railway tickets to 233 men, gave them a 
dollar or so each for meals, and headed them 
toward the western centres. With the option, it 
is stated, of getting out of town or going to jail. 

The story carries its own comment on the 

and efficiency of our arrangements 

for dealing with unemployed men, after seven 
experience on the job on a national scale 
upshot of the whole affair is that these men 
being landed in communities which have no 


swamped financially by the burden of taking 
care of needy residents. 

Blame cannot be placed upon the men, since 
they were without means and had to take such 
treatment as was given them, The city of Port 
Arthur council is directly in line for censure, 
but it must be tempered by consideration for the 
predicament in which the city found itself. The 
relief officials of Ontario are the parties to whom 
the fault traces back. Their refusal to deal with 
the matter practically forced the Port Arthur 
council to dump these men on the other prov- 
inces and cities; men whe, likely enough, went 
into northern Ontario because of Premier Hep- 
burn’s repeated declarations that there was 
“plenty of work up north” for anyone who 
wanted to work. 

Having refused to look after the men while 
they were in Ontario, there is not much likeli- 
hood that the Government of that province 
would pay any attention to protests from west- 
ern provinces and cities. There does not there- 
fore seem to be much these can do about it 
—unless they supply the migrants with railway 
tickets to Toronto dnd send them back home. 


A United States economist told a committee 
of parliament that from 2 to 30 per cent of the 
families in that country spend in a year more 
than their income.

Current Comment 


THE TRADE PACT 

Commenting on the prospective Anglo- 
American trade agreement, the quarterly re- 
view of international conditions by the J. Henry 
Schroder and Co. (Boston brokerage house) 
says, in part: “The general conviction is strong 
that something must be done to check the 
strangling of international trade by tariff bar- 
riers, and an effort in that direction by the 
democratic group of countries will, if success- 
ful, have a resounding effect on world prosper- 
ity. A great increase in the exchange of goods 
across the frontiers would more than compen- 
sate the affected interests for any temporary 
disadvantages with which they are threatened, 
and the political effects of closer trade co- 
operation among the countries working for 
peace are a factor of great importance. 


MEXICAN STRATEGY 


The labor policy of the Cardenas Govern- 
ment is certainly radical. When a strike is called, 
a Mexican Government board immediately in- 
vestigates its causes and labels it legal or il- 
legal. When, as is more often the case, it is 
judged legal, the employer must close his plant 
or shop and pay his strikers full time until the 
strike is settled. During the length of the strike, 
pickets are in complete control of the plant, pro- 
tected and guarded by Government troops. 
Strikebreakers are illegal. The employer is 
powerless until he has settled. If he feels he 
cannot give in to the strikers’ demands and still 
run his plant at a profit to himself, he is urged 
by the Government to turn over his investments 
either to the Government or the workers them- 
selves, and they will run it instead. Cardenas 
regards this industrial policy as an attempt to 
better the conditions of the low-paid Mexican 
workers. Strikes, to him, are more natural 
means of raising the standard of living than are 
government wage-scale and hour-limiting de- 
crees, Paradoxically, he believes his policy is 
Saving capitalism in Mexico. By tipping the 
scales for the workers and placing great handi- 
caps on the freedom of the employers, he is 
“inoculating the country against another violent 
revolution,” a revolution in which the workers, 
as in Russia, would rise up and take everything. 
—The New Statesman and Nation (London). 


FRANCE 

“France,” said Richelieu, “is a country of un- 
believable frivolity; but she always pulls her- 
self to gether in time when she sees precipices 
ahead.” Frenchmen seem rather to pride them- 
selves on this habit. Domestic discord and dis- 
unity are regarded almost as virtues when they 
give the nation the opportunity to bring off a 
tour de force and display its remarkable capac- 
ity for rallying in the moment of danger. It is 
not a feat, however, which allies of France either 
appreciate or admire, It is better, of course, that 
the French should pull themselves together at 
the last moment than not at all; but how much 
better still if they would pull themselves to- 
gether earlier! The international horizon, for 
instance, in this present year of grace could 
hardly be described even by an optimist as 
cloudless. Yet, to those who look to her for‘sup- 
port, France offers little else but a spectacle of 
continual social strife, financial disequilibrium 
and unstable Governments. It is to be hoped— 
it is even probable—that, as always before, these 
troubles would melt away if the foreign situa- 
tion became urgent. Meanwhile, however, their 
continuance is causing a rapid deterioration in 
the situation that has to be met, and is under- 
minng the strength which France may need to 
meet it. For though the French may be able to 
forget civil squabbles in an emergency, they 
cannot make good the time which their squab- 
bling has wasted.—Truth (London). 

ANGLO-ITALIAN RELATIONS 

The change in the attitude o Italy towards this 
country in the last week is marked. Of that fact 
there can be no question; regarding the reason, 
there is more room for speculation. The Italian 
press is rigorously marshalled, and if its cam- 
paign of polemics against Great Britain suddenly 
ceases, the explanation must be sought else- 
where than in the newspaper offices themselves. 
Not only are there signs of a detente, but the 
desire to represent the initiative as being taken 
by Whitehall is no less evident. There is no 
harm in that, though actually the facts are 
otherwise. The congenitally sceptical can inter- 
pret the new moderation as a pose designed to 
mask fresh activities in Spain. All the indica- 
tions are against that theory. What appears to 
be happening is that Signor Mussolini is realiz- 
ing that the Spanish adventure has lasted long, 
cost much and effected little; that his responsi- 
bilties in Abyssinia are weighing on him in- 
creasingly; that Italy’s economic position is 
grave and may soon be desperate; and that the 
reorganization in Germany may portend a new 
move against Austria, whose independence of 
Berlin is a cardinal point in Italian foreign pol- 
icy. (This move has already taken place.) In 
such circumstgnces there is everything to be 
said for attempting an improvement in Italy's 
relations with Great Britain. The desire for im- 
provement is reciprocated here, but it must be 
made dependent no an Italian withdrawal from 
Spain and must not be made dependent on de 
jure recognition of Italy’s conquest of Abyssinia.

of watercress, parsley, cabbage. 

WEDNESDAY-—Breakfast: Three or four 
whole-wheat muffins; one coddled egg; stewed 
prunes. Lunch: Baked squash; green peas; 
olives. Dinner: Leg of mutton; buttered beets; 
asparagus; salad of head lettuce; *pineapple and 
lime jelly. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Crisp waffle with 
small amount of maple syrup if desired; baked 
apple. Lunch: Asparagus and lettuce salad; 
whole-wheat crackers or muffins. Dinner: 
Broiled steak; carrots; green peas; endive salad; 
gelatin. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs: Melba 
toast; stewed apricots. Lunch: Stewed canned 
corn; buttered spinach; crisp celery.

Jellied tomato boullion; broiled sea bass; but- 
tered turnips; string beans; salad of sliced to- 
matoes on lettuce.

*Pineapple and Lime, Jelly: 1 package lime 
flavored gelatin dessert; 2 cups warm or boiling 
water; 242 cups pineapple tidbits. 

Dissolve the gelatin dessert in the warm or 
boiling water, depending upon the manufactur- 
er’s directions. Turn into a shallow pan to a 
49-inch depth. Chill until firm; cut into one- 
half inch cubes and combine with the pineapple 
tidbits in sherbet glasses.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION—Miss Doris C. writes: “What is 
the cause of a pain in the chest?” 
ANSWER-—This is a question difficult to an- 
swer, since the chest is a large area. Some of 
the causes are tuberculosis, asthma, bronchitis, 
bronchiectasis, heart trouble, or trouble with 
the arteries coming from the heart. The type 
of pain developing depends largely upon what 
part of the chest is affected. The pain may ex- 
tend from the left side of the chest and down 
the left arm, and if so, the likelihood of angina 
pectoris must be considered. Angina pectoris 
comes from the heart or the arteries, reflexing 
down the left arm usually. Undoubtedly the 
common cause of a severe pain is “nervous 
heart trouble.” The pain due to pleurisy is gen- 
erally a sharp, stabbing pain. The only way to 
find out quickly what is causing the chest pain 
is to have the chest examined. Through tap- 
ping, the X-ray, looking at the chest through 
the fluoroscope, the use of the stethoscope, and 
taking the blood pressure, the actual cause of 
the chest pain will be determined. It is never 
wise to try to tell what is wrong in these cac2:, 
by any examination you can make at home. If 
the pain is external, that is, if you find a sore 
spot through pressing with the fingers, the cause 
is not likely to-be deep in the chest but is likely 
to be due to strained muscles. Intercostal neu- 
ralgia is another cause of chest pain. 
QUESTION—T. R. E. writes: “Please advise 
if a tablespoonful or two of olive oil can be used 
on lettuce and tomatoes, etc.. when meats or 
nuts or cheese are used at the same meal.” 
ANSWER—-It is, perfectly safe to use olive 
oil with any other kind of food as it is a whole- 
some oil, and unless used in excess does not 
interfere with the digestion of other foods.

BUREAUCRACY 


The tendency of Parliament to delegate its 
law-making functions to anonymous officials is 
the more alarming since no general safeguard 
against the abuse of power by the officials has 
been devised. They are turned out on mass 
production lines without reference to sanction 
by Judiciary or Legislature; and they bind the 
citizens, although even lawyers cannot keep 
track of them. To make matters worse, the Acts 
which authorize the making of these Rules, Or- 
ders, or Regulations constantly contain express 
provisions designed to tie “the hands of the 
Courts of Justice in any attempt to check this 
bureaucracy. It is all the more imperative now 
that some remedy be found for this evil, since 
the new Constitution deprives the Court of 
Justice of its former monopoly of judicial power 
and authorizes the exercise of such power by 
civil servants, soldiers, or others upon whom 
the Oireachtas may choose io confer it.—Irish 
Independent.
